INDIAN BATTLE-BLACK HAWK. 
Our friend, William A. Meese, of 
Moline, 111., has kindly sent us a 
pam phlet written by himself, entitled 
“ The Battle of Campbell’s Island.” 
It contains not only an account of 
that 
historical 
battie—wbich has 
nev er had the place in history that it 
should hav e, but Mr. Meese also giv es 
an interesting sketch of the Black 
Hawk war; and, we believ e, a true 
history of the acts and character of 
that much slandered Indian warrior. 
That famous warrior, as the writer 
states, “ rose to the command of his 
people and has made a name in history 
th at is both more widely condemned 
and equally more widely and frequent­ 
ly praised, than any other one of his 
race in the country in which 
he 
liv ed.” 
We are much pleased with the just 
tribute thatMr. Meese pays to the 
honorable (fora sav age) brav e and 
noble character of the truly great 
B ack Hawk. 
He was driv en from 
his home, his land 
and 
personal 
property, 
stolen J and 
his friends 
murdered by the whites. 
Here was 
cause for rev enge in the most cultured 
Christian. 
Still he is criticised 
un­ 
kindly by many would be historical 
writers years after his death; ev en up 
to the present time. 
The battle of Campbell’s Island was 
fought a few.miles abov e Rock Island 
in I8iy. 
We hav e read our friends accouut 
of tne affair and bis little history with 
much interest and pleasure. 
It is not fair to judge a born sav age 
by Christian Standard, but a true 
history of Black Hawk life, as we hav e 
learned through Father Dixon and 
others who knew him, will compare 
fav orably in matters of real manhood 
w uh the liv es of many cultiv ated 
Christians.

London, Aug. 2.—A dispatch to

Simoucheng, thus cutting off General 
Stakelb erg from General Kuropatkin. 


R u ssian s L o se a H ig h Officer. 
S t Petersb urg, Aug. 2.—This city 
was shocked b y a report that Lieuten­ 
ant General Count Keller had 
b een 
killed. The report has b een confirmed. 
He was killed July 29 while resisting 
the preliminary attack of General Ku­ 
roki’s army on the Yanze pass, thirty 
miles east of Liao-Yung. The general 
was standing near a b attery which 
was sub jected to a terrific fire, when 
a shell b urst close to him and he fell, 
mortally wounded, dying twenty min­ 
utes later, lie was the first high Rus­ 
sian military commander to lose his 
life in this war. 


R attle R ag in g N ear H ai-C h en g. 
London, Aug. 2.—A dispatch from 
Hai-Cheng, dated Aug. 1, gives some 
details of the first two days of a b at­ 
tle that will prob ab ly b e decisive, as 
b eing the crisis of the Japanese move­ 
ment, north and east.

says: “The Japanese on Saturday at­ 
tacked the heights of Gangwa pass, 
the right of the Russian position at 
Simoucheng.

The packers 
say that the stampede from the strik­ 
ers’ ranks which was predicted Satur­ 
day has b egun. Of the 400 men who 


men and women as it charged the sta­ 
tion repeatedly with sticks and stones, I 
shouting vengeance against the police.

industries in 3,429 
separate estab lishment having shown 
an average increase in wages during 
this period of 10.0 per cent 
The .Inquiry into the cost of living 
shows that living for workingmen’s 
families having under $1,200 income 
per year lias increased during this peri­ 
od 15.5 per ceut In order to ascertain 
this average increase the lab or b ureau 
secured the income and ex penditure in 
detail of 2.507 families in thirty-three 
states, retail prices b eing taken. The 
statement shows that the 2,507 fami­ 
lies consisted of an average of 5.31 
persons and that the average income 
for the year 1901 was $827.

It Is estimated 
that during his lifetime he spent £ 1,- 
000.000 011 b uttons alone, and that at a 
time when the empire of France was 
in a state of b ankruptcy.
